Press).—A t least one m em ber of 
th* United States congress desires 
the opportunity to summon mem 
hers of the president's cabinet be 
for* congress to discuss m atters of 
importance in their departm ents. 
The inquisitive m em ber is Clyde 
Kelly, a Republican of Pennsyl 
vania, 
Secretary 
Mellon’s 
home 
state. 
Kelly 
has announced 
his 
Intention to subm it a bill to the 
house of representatives to enable 
cabinet member* to be brought to 
the 
house 
floor for questioning. 
Such a bill was subm itted during 
the Harding 
adm inistration 
but 
cabinet officers w ere unanim ously 
opposed 
to 
the proposition 
that 
they should be In attendance on 
congress tw ice a week. 
Preliminary discussion of Kelly's 
proposal, which apparently has but 
scant chance of becoming a law 
revealed the little known fact that 
at least one member of the prest 
dent's cabinet has been held liable 
to th* call of congress. 
In 1879 
th* house of representatives drew 
up a rule providing that the sec­ 
retary of the treasury m ight be 
summoned to 
the 
floor 
of 
the 
house. 
Kelly said this rule still 
was In effect. 
It never has been 
put to use. 
Compared w ith the 
lot of an 
English or continental m inister of 
government, that of a m em ber of 
a United States cabinet Is com­ 
paratively an easy one. 
On occas­ 
ion 
a 
cabinet 
member 
may 
be 
summoned before a com m ittee of 
either house of the congress but 
he never is subjected to the some 
tim es painful ordeal of defending 
an unpopular policy before the .full 
membership of either house. 
And, 
it frequently happens th a t a cabi­ 
net member m ay shift the brunt of 
th* burden to a subordinate be­ 
fore 
a 
committee. 
Thus, 
when 
th* house ways and m eans com ­ 
m ittee was framing the tax hill 
before the present congress con 
vened, Secretary of the T reasury 
Mellon was in attendance but much 
of the parrying of difficult ques­ 
tions fell upon his undersecretary, 
Ogden Mills. 
There w as no d is­ 
position 
among 
the 
committee, 
either, 
to 
interpret th is 
as 
a 
slight to their dignity as has been 
th# case sometimes in the B ritish 
commons when 
the 
responsible 
minister perm itted a 
subordinate 
in the governm ent to speak for 
bim.

around the president and m em bers 
of his cabinet against inquisitions 
at the hands of the congress has 
created a situation in W ashing 
ton In which the m ost constant 
communication betw een the peo­ 
ple and the administrative heads 
of the governm ent is m aintained 
in an Inform al w ay through rep ­ 
resentatives of the press.

As fa r as th eir perform ances in th# track and field event# ar* con­ 
cerned, Italians never have figured prom inently as a team. 
There was Urgo Frigerio, of course, and at a som ewhat earlier 
period, Dorando Pietri. They were outstanding athletes and won world 
fame at their respective Olympiads. 
Of th# 14 records broken at Antwerp in 1920. Frigerio contributed a 
new m ark for th# 3.000 m etres walk, while Dorando’* great run against 
Hayes in th# m arathon at London in 1908 is famed in song and fable. 


Incidentally, it is interesting to not# that Dorando’s nam e—his last 
name, th a t is—was not Dorando at all, but Pietri.

W hen th# m araton race of 1908 cam# to its dram atic conclusion 
with the disqualification of th# winner, th# nam# of Dorando, instead 
of Pietri was caught up on the cables and flashed around th# world, 
and its owner never was abl# to correct th# m istake.

LAGUNA BEACH, Dec, 
14.-A 
letter has received by C. Leon de 
Aryan from his mother, who lives 
in Czernovitz, Bucovina, which be­ 
came a part of Rumania as a re­ 
sult of the World 
war. 
Enclosed 
with it is a clipping containing the 
editorial version about present con­ 
ditions in Rumania and their causes 
as seen by one of that country’s 
foremost editorial writers, 
Victor 
G. Cristofer. Following is the gist 
of that article as translated by de 
Aryan: 
"It is true that a little while back 
there was not sufficient money at 
the disposal of the public to con­ 
duct the necessary business of the 
country but this is no longer the 
case. The market is glutted 
with 
uninvested money but there 
is a 
marked lack of confidence among 
financiers. The cost of living has 
not decreased In 
proportion with 
the rise of the leu on the exchange 
and tourists complain that prices 
are higher than in Western Europe. 
“One cannot place the blame at 
the door of the government, since 
the prime minister, 
Bratlanu, 
ta 
one of the most energetic and eco­ 
nomic executives possible. Vintila 
Bratlanu has succeeded to not only 
stabilize the leu but is the cause of 
its continued rise in value. 
“The 
position 
of 
the 
United 
States of America is also unfavor­ 
able to this country. That country 
is following its pre-war policy of 
making no direct investments in 
Rumania, but only through 
Ber­ 
lin banks. In that manner we can­ 
not take advantage of its unlimit­ 
ed capital without enriching Ger­ 
many first, which country benefits 
most by American capital to com­ 
pete successfully 
with 
our 
own 
manufactures. For this reason no 
one dares make direct investments 
here, even though money is plen­ 
tiful in our banks. 
“This necessitates immense eco­ 
nomics on the part of the public 
that will compel a change in the 
general international policy toward 
this country. W hat we need is en­ 
durance and faith.”
